Of the numerous other practices iu 
use among the fishing fraternity for se­ 
curing good luck, Weare told that on the 
highest mound of the hill above Weston- 
super-Mare is a heap of stones, to which 
every fisherman in his daily walk to 
Sand Bay, Kewstoke, contributed one 
toward his day's good fishing. A curious 
custom was, in years gone by, observed 
at Filey in connection with the lieri ing 
fishery. 
During the time the fishing 
boats were at sea the junior portion of 
the inhabitants seized all the unem­ 
ployed wagons and carts they could lind 
and dragged them down tile streets to 
the cliff's top, lcavingthem to be owned 
and taken away by their respective 
ow'ners on tho following morning. This 
o 
n 
was done about the third Saturday night 
after the? boats had sailed from Filey, 
under a superstitious uotiou that it drove 
the herrings into the nets. 
In Corn­ 
wall it is considered unlucky by fisher­ 
men for anyone to eat pilchards—or. in­ 
deed, any kind of fish—from tho head 
downward, as such an act is said to Ik* 
“ sure to turn the heads of the fish away 
from the coasts.” 
The proper way is 
rather to cat the fish from the tail to­ 
ward the head, this serving as a kind of 
charm to insure good luck to the fisher­ 
man and bring him large quantities of 
fish to shore. 
Again, when there is a 
large catch of pilchards, they are pre­ 
served by being rubbed with salt and 
are placed in regular order, one on tile 
other, heads and tails altern ately. When 
so placed,' the fish often make a squeak­ 
ing noise, which is locally called “ cry­ 
ing for more,” and is regarded as a most 
favorable omen, being supposed to indi­ 
cate that more fish may soon bi' expected 
to be brought to the same cellar. 
The 
noise, however, which is heard is really 
produced, says Mr. Hunt, by the burst­ 
ing of the air bladders, and when many 
break together—w hich is not unusual 
wiien hundreds of thousands are piled in 
a mass—the sound is a loud one. 
Among some of the superstitious no­ 
tions relating to success in fishing which 
formerly prevailed in Ireland, and have 
not yet quite died out, we may mention 
the 'following, current in Ulster: To 
meet certain persons in the moruing, 
and especially barefooted women, was 
deemed an omen of ill-fortune for that 
day. 
To name a dog, cat, rat or pig, 
while baiting the hooks, also foreboded 
ill-luck. The fishermen always spat on 
the first and last hook baited, and also 
in the mouth of the lirst fish taken. 
Be­ 
fore casting their nets or lines they 
dipiied tl^ ni in tile water three times, 
and each time gave a kind of chirp with 
the lips. resembling that of a young bird. 
'I'he fishermen, too, were accustomed to 
light a small tire of chips in their boats, 
to drive away, as they supposed, any 
witches that might have harbored there 
during the night to frustrate their suc­ 
cess. 
The customs practiced by the 
Scotch fishermen for obtaining good luck 
are equally curious. 
Thns, in the Bang 
Journal of 1856, it is related that, incon­ 
sequence of the herring fishing being 
very backward, some of the fishermen of 
Buckie dressed a cooper in a flannel shirt, 
with burrs stuck all over it, and in this 
condition he was carried in procession 
through the town in a handbarrow. This 
aa done to “ bring better luck” to the

am going to insist upon knowing who 
were .suchbenefactors.” When someone 
said: “ Mr. Clay, your friends will never 
let you be free nom public fife.” 
“ In 
that view, gentleman,” said he, “ bear 
witness to my inexpressible gratitude to 
my friends, not only for their favor, but 
for their manner of bestowing it,” adding 
that there was but one unpleasant thing 
about it—that it was tho only present 
that he had ever received that he could 
not divide with his friends. 
Here Judge 
Conrad observed, “ That need not trou­ 
ble you, as you had liberally divided the 
proceeds before you gave the note.” 
“ You are right,” says Clay; “ the note 
was given principally to take up the pa­ 
per of friends which I had endorsed. ”
